The reductions also are brought about, 
the company says, by the large increase 
in the number of “readiness to serve” 
customers.

The Chamber began re- 
ceiving complaints of overcharges about 
three months ago and appointed a spe- 
cial committee to investigate. 
This committee recommended that the 
rates be reduced or an attack be made 
on the validity of the franchise of the 
gas company, which is said to have ex- 
pired and with no provision for its 
renewal without a vote of the people. 

Petitions and ordinances were being 
prepared along these lines when the di- 
rectors of the company held a meeting 
yesterday and made public announce- 
ment of the-reduction of rates. The 
company earned several millions last 
year and its receipts are growing con- 
stantly. 

The company is compelled, under its 
present franchise, to ‘ay into the city 
treasury receipts.over a certaim average 
charge for the year.

street. 
MeCarthy Under Arrest. 


McCarthy was arrested at 10 a. m. 
Friday by Detectives Scherick and 
Smythe at the request of Davis and 
was turned over to the Sheriff. ‘He was 
not locked up, but was permitted to 
whit for a bondsman in the office of the 
Sheriff. 

Ten other cases presenting the same 
alleged irregularities have “ been pre- 
sented to Davis, but be has decided to 
defer action. 

The law requifes that when applica- 
tion is made for a dramshop license, the 
person making the application must 
present an affidavit showing what his 
tax return is. 

Assessor. Brinkop noticed recently 
that many of the personal tax returns 
from saloon keepers were made dut in 
the same handwriting, that the tota!

In addition to the prosecutions, the at- 
tention of Excise Commissioner Caul- 
field will be called to the facts.

to the municipal tex rate for the fiscal 
year 1910-11. Unless the balances at the 
close of the present ‘year. April 14, are 
much larger than appears probable now, 
the increase may be 8 cents a $100. 

To meet the interest and sinking fund 
on the $11,200,000 bonds issued in the last 
two years the city will have to set aside 
more than $900,000. Of this there has beén 
set apart about $500,000. Tne develop- 
ment of the six new parks, acquired a 
year ago, and the city’s share of the 
cost of streets and other public’ im- 
provements will require a large amount. 
To these charges must be added the 
natural growth in. municipal expenses 
from year té year. 

At present the municipal tax-rate is

It is likely that there will be a reduc- 
tion in thé forées of the street, health 
‘and fire departments, and some curtail- 
ments in other directions.

This will be a disap- 
pointment to the politicians who have 
been hoping for berths with the city. 

Already 18 janitors at the City Hall 
havé received notice that they will 
be laid off in groups of six for 20 
days between now and the end of th 
fiscal year.

For four years prior to Kimberly’s 
death he had lived at the apartments of 
Mrs. Asay, and she accompanied his 
body to Sharon, Pa., where it was ia- 
terred. When the Kimberly will was 
examined it was found that the capl- 
talist had left 5 per cent of his entire 
estate to Mrs. Asay, whom he described 
simply as his friend. 

The executors rcently incorporated 
the Kimberly company under the laws 
of Maine. This company was to be the 
holding corporation. But the first at- 
tempt of the executors to transfer the 
Kimberly properties to the Kimberly 
company was thet by a suit in Phila- 
delphia by the Sharon heirs.

PRICES SHOWS NO REDUCTION 


There has been no change in the price 
of meats in St. Louis as the result of 
the threatened food strike. Butchers 
say they have been watching closely for 
a decrease in the demand, but have not 
been able to observe any. 

Eggs are cheaper. Commission men 


say there is an increase in the supply 
but no decrease in the demand. 

Porterhouse steaks were sold at an 
average price of 2 cents a pound by St. 
Louis butchers Friday. Roasts were 
quoted at 15 to 17 cents, pork chops at 
15% cents, spare ribs at 14 cents, lamb 
chops at 20 cents and bacon at 15 to # 
cents, according te quality. 

Fresh eggs are selling throughout the 
city at an average price of 35 cents 4 
dozen, with a few grocers asking 4 
cents for them. Storage eggs can be 
bought for 27 to 30 cents. 

The wholesale price of fresh eggs Fr'- 
day was 30% and 31 cents a dozen and 
storage eggs were wholesaling at 74 
cents. The prices show the retail mer- 
chant is making an average of 3 or 4 
cents a dozen on eggs. 

Eggs have sold this winter as high a8 
40 cents wholesale and 45 cents retail. 
Commission merchants say the warm 
weather caused an increase in the sup- 
ply, resulting in a decrease in prices.
